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DETAILED ACTION 

Pending Claims 
Claims 1-8 are pending. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-5 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Almen (US Pat. No. 6,379,799) has been overcome by 
amendment. 

3. The rejection of claims 6 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Almen (US Pat. No. 6,379,799) has been 
withdrawn. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-5 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kamae et al. (US Pat. No. 6,410,127) has been overcome 
by amendment. 

5. The rejection of claims 6-8 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kamae et al. (US Pat. No. 6,410,127) has been 
withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-6, filed October 27, 2005, with respect to the prior art 
rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 6-8 has been 
withdrawn, and the rejection of claims 1-5 has been overcome by amendment. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is Seal et al. (US Pat. No. 5,822,838). Seal et al. disclose a filament 
wound pressure vessel that includes an epoxy resin system described as both: (1) EPON 862- 
Curing Agent W (see column 4, lines 48 & 57), and as (2) EPON 826- Curing Agent W (see 
column 10, line 11). Due to this discrepancy, it is unclear what epoxy resin system was exactly 
used. However, based upon the product bulletins, it appears that the resin system was indeed (1) 
EPON 862-Curing Agent W. This resin system fails to satisfy the viscosity limitations of claims 
1-5 and fails to satisfy the epoxy material limitations of claims 6-8.
